The town 
first was called Berrien, but 
when the people, in 1842, be- 
came disenchanted with John 
Berrien, their senator, they 
changed the name to Vienna, 
because, someone said, John 
Dooly had a daughter named for 
the great capital city of the 
Austrians. 

Today Vienna was crowded.

The great outpouring of tribute and 
affection from all over the nation for 
Sen. Walter F. George is gratifying to 
all Georgians. It is indeed a compliment 
to the citizens of the state who had the 
wisdom to keep him in the U.S. Senate 
for 34 years. 


It often appears strange to the rest 
of the nation that a region which could 
produce a statesman like Walter George 
also has been responsible for the Huey 
Longs, the Bilbos and other extreme 
demagogues who have been typed as typi- 
cal of Southern politicians. 

But out of the Deep South, from the 
sovereign State of Georgia, came one of 
the truly great legislators of this cen- 
tury, a man whose strength came from 
character and sincere convictions. Sen. 
George was a fighter but he fought by 
the rules. He was a conservative but not 
one so blind as to forget the welfare of 
the people. 

In the field of taxation, the Georgian 
was recognized as an expert. Frequently 
opposing administration tax policies, he 
summed up his ideas thus: “A govern- 
ment can confiscate only onee; it can tax 
forever, provided it preserves free enter- 
prise and the American way of life.” 

Georgians could and did believe in 
sich aman. They returned him to office 
without serious opposition except on one 
occasion for six successive times. They 
proved that demagoguery is not neces- 
sarily a must for success in Georgia poli- 
tics. And the senator himself proved that 
to be successful one does not necessarily 
have to be the provincial peddler of prej- 
udice. 

So the state is proud of Sen. George 
and grateful for the unprecedented trib- 
ute by his colleagues in the Senate and 
House, more than 25 of whom attended 
the services yesterday at Vienna. This 
gesture by both Democrats and Republi- 
cans was a moving thing. 

Appreciated, too, are the editorial com- 
ments from newspapers all over the land. 
Typical among these was that of the New 
York Times, which, in reviewing his ca- 
reer, called him ‘“‘the greatest senator— 
Southern style—of this century, to say 
the very least.” Concluding, the editorial 
said: 

“ ../In the last and highest sense, he 
served nothing less noble than honorable 
strength and honorable peace, warring 
first upon Hitler and his confederates and 
last upon Stalin and those who have 
followed him in the darkness of the 
Kremlin. 

“Well done, George of Georgia—and 
farewell.” 

It truthfully can be said that George 
of Georgia was a credit to his state and 
nation—a statesman worthy of the name. 
His strength and his record of service 
will remain as inspirations to all those 
who follow him in the Senate.

Mr. Wilson Has Ideas 
About the Budget, Too 


Another member of the Cabinet is run- 
ning into trouble with President Eisen- 
hower’s budget ideas. 

Secretary of Defense Charles Wilson 
strongly has opposed a Hoover Commis- 
sion recommendation, backed by the 
President, which would discard the carry- 
over system of financing. Under the pro- 
posal, budgeting and appropriations would 
be on an annual basis. 

While there’s much to be said for the 
new system as an economy move, Secre- 
tary Wilson’s objections are understand- 
able. Department of Defense funds can- 
not be budgeted on an annual basis with- 
out serious damage to the procurement 
program. 

Aircraft, for instance, must be ordered 
years in advance of actual delivery. The 
same applies to most defense items, in- 
cluding missiles and warships. While the 
funds are committed, they are not paid 
out until delivery. Few firms would be 
willing to undertake contracts involving 
millions with a promise to pay at the con- 
venience of Congress. 

Perhaps the President knows a way 
out of this dilemma. But until he comes 
forth with it, Secretary Wilson seems to 
be on sound ground. Since it takes years 
to develop new equipment from the 
drawing board to the assembly line, fi- 
nancing is not a simple day-to-day affair. 


Teamwork Could Cut 
Pedestrian Traffic Toll 


In New York City, where pedestrian 
traffic is heavier than auto, 70 per cent 
of motor vehicle accidents involve some- 
one on foot.

Moonshiners Hit Hard 
By Squeeze on Sugar 


Federal revenue agents quietly have 
been moving to break the organized moon- 
shine rackets in Georgia by cutting off 
their chief raw material—sugar. 

The agents now are certain the num- 
ber of stills in the state has been dras- 
tically reduced since cooperation was 
obtained from wholesalers. Initiated in 
April by the alcohol control unit of the 
Internal Revenue Service, results have 
been good. 

Dealers who would not cooperate have 
been required to submit monthly reports 
on their sugar sales, enabling” agents to 
trace the flow to “suspicious” persons 
and to curb its distribution to moonshiners. 

Less than half the number of stills 
was destroyed in July of this year as in 
the same month of 1956, the agents re- 
port. In addition, the price of moonshine 
whisky has increased considerably. Be- 
cause of the pressure on its makers, it 
may soon have to compete price-wise with 
legal liquor. 

The agents are hopeful that if whole- 
salers continue to cooperate, large-scale 
moonshining can be eradicated. 

Sugar wholesalers who are cooperating 
deserve hearty. commendation. It will be 
more difficult, of course, to curb sales to 
bootleggers at the retail level. But re- 
tailers, too, can help trace the flow and 
control the amounts sold to “suspicious” 
characters. 

Certainly this method is much simpler 
and more economical than the expensive 
system of paying informers and of raising 
private funds such as that of Revenue 
Commissioner Williams to combat the evil. 
By slicing their profits and making it 
more and more expensive for them to 
operate, the moonshiners might indeed be 
forced out of business.

Georgia Tech Alumni 
Show Faith in School 


Georgia Tech alumni have a just rea- 
son to be proud of themselves. They have 
set a national record for percentage re- 
sponse to a fund drive of a state-sup- 
ported institution of higher learning. For- 
ty-one per cent of Tech graduates con- 
tributed to last year’s drive with gifts 
totalling $251,500. 

The response is gratifying for more 
than one reason. While it shows the loy- 
alty of Tech alumni to their alma mater, 
the use to which the funds will be put 
will help the institution meet the growing 
financial challenge facing all colleges. 

More than 9,000 of Tech’s 22,000 
known living alumni give something in 
the drive. The funds will be used to sup- 
plement salaries of faculty members, to 
purchase badly needed equipment and to 
finance other projects not financed by the 
state. A grant of $150,000 was made last 
April to supplement salaries and for other 
uses. 

The annual alumni roll call, begun in 
1947-'48, has been an outstanding suc- 
cess. While contributions lagged the first 
few years, they are now proving a real 
factor in the institution’s growth. 

At both Georgia Tech and the Univer- 
sity of Georgia at Athens alumni support 
is proving of real value in their programs. 
The Athens institution, with its founda- 
tion now past the million-dollar mark, 
lost out in the roll call contest with Tech 
last year but contributions were consid- 
erable. 

We congratulate the alumni of both in- 
stitutions for their badly needed support 
of the cause of higher learning in the state.

The economic strain under which Georgia farmers are laboring is 


spellec out graphically in statistics released from the U.S 


. Department 


of Commerce. In 1956, the average net income for Georgia farms was 
$1,719. This is the equivalent of a salary of $33 a week for a family 
whose head would think a 40-hour week the nicest kind of vacation. 


As bad as the situation was in 
Georgia, it was worse in 11 other 
states, including Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, South Carolina and Ten- 
nessee, 

The nation’s average farm in- 
come was $2,415, almost $700 
above the Georgia figure. Flori- 
da’s average of $5,156 ranked 
third in the nation and reflected 
the rich trucking and citrus op- 
erations in that state. 

Although the Georgia farmer 
was caught in the cost-of-living 
pinch, he was = still some $500 
better off economically than he 
was eight years ago. 

The federal soil bank program, 
which may or may not be in 
force next year, will help the net 
income of the farmer living on 
marginal or submarginal land, 
with its guaranteed paymenis 
for retiring land from production. 

But in the long run, any gains 
derived from the program may 
prove to be ill-gotten, particular- 
ly if the program is short-lived and 
the farmer next year—after a 
year of comparative inactivity— 
looks around and finds his labor 
force has gone to the city to 
find employment.

The Maritime Board 


Dismays President 


W ASHINGTON—The Eisenhower administration 
is proud of its record of energetically enforcing 
the antitrust laws. The President aims to keep it 


that way. This is why the White House is dismayed by the recent de- 
cision of the Federal Maritime Board protecting what the Matson Navi- 
gat:on Co.’s would-be competitors call its ‘‘near-perfect monopoly” of 
the shipping business between the West Coast and Hawaii. 


It is embarrassing to any ad- 
ministration when two arms of 
the executive branch are found 
fighting opposite battles—the bat- 
tle of the Justice Department to 
combat monopoly and, in the Mat- 
son-Pacific Far East Lines case at 
least, the battle of the Maritime 
Board to protect monopoly. 

Certainly the objective and the 
effect of Atty. Gen. Brownell’s 
vigorous application of the anti- 
trust laws are to increase compe- 
tion. 

Certainly the effect, whatever 
the objective, of the Maritime 
Board decision in the Matson-PFEL 
case, 1s to prevent competition. 

It is the kind of schism in policy 
which frustrates any President and 
which cannot fail to be galling to 
Eisenhower, who has given the 
green light to his Justice Depart- 
ment to use the law to nourish com- 
petitive enterprise at every oppor- 
tunity, not to dry it up 

This schism stems from the Mat- 
son-PFEL decision and here are 
the pertinent facts. 

The Pacific Far East Lines, Inc., 
which operates a subsidized line to 
Japan, Korea, the Philippines and 
Hong Kong, and a nonsubsidized 
service to Guam and Japan, asked 
the Federal Maritime Board for 
permission to stop at Hawaii three 
times a month on its nonsubsidized 
run.

Baxley Has Corporation To Help Finance Factories

Most of this total is on paper, today. 
Manv communities have already raised such

But the heaviest accent in these tub-thumping 
campaigns is, with rare exceptions, on providing 
financial aid to build a branch plant for a com- 
pany headquartered outside of the community.

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Local firms also have found aid in Edison, 
Jesup, Waycross and Americus (and probably 
some other towns not surveyed.) 

Valdosta and others have come thtough to 
nid the expansion of long-established branch 
plants—businesses in operation long enough to 
have gained a sort of quasi-local status. 

Here in Baxley the matter did not come up 
until last April, when a young man who had been 
operating an upholstery trim shop seemed on 
the verge of shutting his doors and moving on 
to look for better opportunities. 

But local businessmen didn’t want their com- 
munity to lose a man of his talent and ability 
by default—by failing to support a promising 
venture that could be nurtured in their own 
back yard, while at the same time pinning all 
their hopes for economic growth on the problem- 
atical attraction of a branch plant. 

So why not stay in Baxley, they asked the 
young man, and go into the furniture-making 


a capacity-doubling expansion is completed soon. 
Some communities admittedly tend to forget 
about their older, smaller tndustries when some- 
thing big and new moves in. 


But that didn’t happen in Jesup. 


Island Shirts, Inc., with headquarters 
and sales offices in New York, had been making 
shirts here for 18 years when a recent internal 
reorganization and change in ownership resulted 
in making the Jesup plant a separate corpora- 
tion under Robert Pascal, the man who had run 
it for years.

The Pascal Corp. needed working capital, and 
decided to raise it in the plant's home town. 

The Jesup Chamber of Commerce backed up 
this idea, and its members knocked on_ local 
business doors until they had sold $100,000 in 
preferred stock in the Pascal Corp. to 71 people. 

These investors will get 6 per cent per annum 
for their funds (which will be repaid in a maxi- 
mum of 10 years), and Jesup is. now headquar- 


Their money, with interest, was paid back in 
full in just two years, though it could have been 
strung over a longer period. 

In southwest Georgia's Calhoun County, a 
group of businessmen in Edison had grown in- 
creasingly coneerned over the area’s population 
loss due in part to the lack of non-farm payrolls. 

Calhoun had 10,438 residents in 1940, but the 
census 10 years later counted only 8,578. 

They pondered the possibility of trying to at- 
tract some sort of industry from the outside, but 
conviction grew that a new locally owned and 
operated industry would be best for their econ- 
omy. 

Getting an outsider to come in would, for one 
thing, have taken a lot of effort that might not 
prove successful; for another, a branch plant's 
operations were felt to be too subject to the 
whims of absentee officers not too concerned 
with Edison’s problems; also, the profits of such 
a plant would not be of any direct benefit locally. 

So, in 1952, Edison Textiles, Inc., was formed 
with capital of $63,000 raised through the sale of 
630 shares of stock to between 20 and 30 local 
people. 

Production of girls’ underwear, sunsuits and 
nightwear began in a remodeled horse show 
barn, and first year sales of $44,000 provided 42 
workers with $16,000 in wages. 

Two years ago, Editex added 3,000 square 
feet to its building, and today it employs some
